large barn was destroyed by 
fire which was started l5y 
lightning. ; 

About 3:30 there was a 
heavy electric storm brewing, 
and one lx)lt of lightning* 
struck the barn and according 
to Paul Wipf, Manager, cut 
the barn as completely in two 
as it could hfjve l)een done 
with a saw, and the hay im¬ 
mediately took fire. Rushing 
from the house to the bam, 
the door was thrown open, and 
the entire inside was a mass of 
flames. 

Everyone turned to to save 
what fcould Ikj .^gotten out, 
whch w'as only ten set of harn¬ 
ess, a few collars, the horse 
that was in the barn, and a 
few small items, while all tho 
rest went up in the flames, in¬ 
cluding forty tons of hay, forty 
sets of harness, ninety horse 
collars, some machinery and so 
on. The loss is a heavy one. 

The barn was a huge structr 
ure being 66x210, and was 
forty feet high, and w'as built 
in 1912 by the Knight Sugar 
Co. A south wind followed by a 
shower was the only thing 
the saved the other buildings, 
as during the time the fire 
was at its worst, the people 
standing by ihe house had to 
shield their faces with their

OPENING TRADE GATES 

Among |*^^he eleven nations 
first invit^ to the pre-War 
Economic Conference parleys 
at Washington were four L*iiin 
American states. Eventually, 
nearly all of them were in>*itocl 
to confer with President Koos- 
tpclt oil matters relating to 
trade and finance. These niov 
es were the first indication 
that the new American Presid 
ent was fully aware of the ini- 
|)ortnnce of the Latin-American 
republic in the economic life of 
the world and their significance 
to North American trade. 

The Latin Americans wove 
pleased by Mr. R(X)sevelt's man¬ 
ner. Without referring to isms, 
good will or inter-Americ tn 
friendship, land without that 
unintentional note of condes¬ 
cension, which has tainted too 
many inter-American conferen¬ 
ces and conversations, he con¬ 
ferred with the Latin Americ¬ 
ans as he did with the Europ¬ 
eans. 

Now it has been announced 
that the President is opening 
up new avenues of approach to 
ihe Latin-American republic, 
lie has already conferred with 
^^enor Felipe Espil, the Argen¬ 
tine Ambassador, and has 
caused the Acting Secretary of 
State to appi'oach Brazil, Chile 
and Colombia with suggestions 
and propositions for bettering 
the tracle lietween the United 
States and these republics. 
Other Latin-American nations 
are also to be included in this 
new effort to regain, keep, or 
increase the trade of the United 
States with the southern repul 


lies. 

I^osident Roosevelt is not 
seeking to break dow-n tariff 
walls hut merely to oi>en some 
gates to Latin-American com¬ 
modities. Nor is he trying to 
force all exi>ortal)le American 
goods upon the Latin Americ¬ 
ans. lie is acting consistently 
with his attitude toward the 
Woiid Economic Conference 
and ondeav(>ring to promote on 
ly sucli interchanges of goods 
as will lx? mutually profitable, 
lie proposes admit on\ 
the.se commodities of Latin 
America which will not com¬ 
pete witli United States pnxl- 
iicts, or competitive goods at 
times when American products 
are not in season. 

For example (and this ind¬ 
icates the kmwiedgo of the 
I’rosidonl, or of his advisers of 
Latin America's products). Arg¬ 
entine apples might he imi>ort- 
ed in the threi* months when 
American apples are out of the 
running. Furthermoie it has 
I'.een suggested that Paraguay¬ 
an tea might l>e imported on a 
larger scale. This will not com¬ 
pete with anything produced in 
the ‘United (’Staines and IWill 
build up dollar balances in the 
United States which Latin 
Americana can use for the pur 
cliase of American goods and 
for the payment of defaulted 
bonds. There should be a iH>ssib 
ility, Xoi\ of trading American 
motorcars and farm machines 
for Argentine flaxseed and 
caseine. ’ <# ]• 

The new manner of approach 
ng the Latin-American repub¬ 
lics is worthy of commendat¬ 
ion. There is a refreshing mat¬ 
ter-of-factness, an informed 
realism about it which will 
please the Latin Americans. 
They will see and feel in the 
backgi'ound of all such negotiat 
ions something of the manner 
European nations employed 
in their trade and diplomatic 
negotiations in Latin America. 
This friendly, but factual, treat 
ment will undoubtedly remove 
one of the strongest barriers 
to inter-American trade.—Chr¬ 
istian Science Monitor.

On Septemlicr 13, lOOU, Sam¬ 
uel Pcpy.s recorded tlie follow- 
in terse item in his diary:— 
“Tiiis day the Duke of Glouces- 
ter'died of the small|>ox liy tlie 
great negligence of the doct¬ 
ors.” It is not disclosed by 
Pepys wherein he thought the 
Duke’s medical attendants were 
negligent as neither was there 
then, nor ig there now a spec¬ 
ific cure for smalIi>ox. The only 
way to prevent deaths from 
this disease is to prevent its oc 
currence. 

Tliose were days wiien prot¬ 
ection in the form of vaccinat¬ 
ion was unknown. A crude met 
hod of prevention which aimed 
to cause a mild form of the dis 
case existed. There was always 
the grp)ve danger, however, of 
the occurrence of the disease 
in its more severe form, and of 
its spreading to others. It was 
not until one hundred and thir 
ty years after the note of the 
diarist that the English physic¬ 
ian, Jenner, established the 
scientific method known as vac¬ 
cination. 

In the meantime smallpox 
stalked throughout the world, 
numbering its victims by the 
millions. Few there were who 
escaped. Those who suffered 
but survived, showed the ugly 
scars of the disease. The vic¬ 
tims of smallpox were chiefly 
children, and ninety out of ev¬ 
ery hundred were under ten 
vears of age. It is related that 
in the eighteenth century, no 
less than sixty millions of peo¬ 
ple died of smallpox. A conser¬ 
vative estimate placed the num¬ 
ber of deaths in Europe at four 
hundred thousnn(i,rpnui|lly. '^x 
In the previous century, pla-’ 
gue was the great destroyer. It 
loo numbered its victims by the 
millions. In tlie year 1005, no 
fewer than sixty-nine thousand 
deaths from plague occurred in 
I^uulon. On the continent, the 
deaths were considerably more 
numerous, and in one year, flve 
hundred thousand peopR' *- 1 '^ 
Veiietaian republic succumbed. 

Nobody living in the twentieth 
century regrets that these scour 
ge>; lielong to the distant past. 
Smalliiox has lost its terror, and 
jilaguo is practically unknown 
where sound health incasuics 
arc practised.

You know that a nianufac turer iincudes in the selling 
price of big product a percentaage for press advertising—a per 
centago ranging from 3 5 per cent—sometimes, efven more— 

when consumer-resislauce is great or when the gross profit 
margin is very large. So, when a manufacturer spends ?50,- 
000 a yeai on press advertising, It can l 3 e assumed that the 

total annual .sales of his product r.mount to from $ 1 , 000,000 to 
$1,500,000. 


Now, if you are stocking a 
nationally-advertised product — 
advertised iu big-city dailies and 
in nationally circulated maga¬ 
zines, you have a right to see 
this product also lieing locally 
advertised—in this newspaper. 
Your total annual sales of the 
maker’s product, joined fo those 
of its other local distributors 
(if there are others), entitle 
you to demand that the product 
be locally advertised in this 
Ue>sppapcr. 

If the maker or iiis represen¬ 
tative talks to you about the 
advertising being done for tlic 
product ill big-city dailies and 
in national magazines, tell liim 
that upwai’ds of 90 pei' cent, of 
the families your sales terri¬ 
tory do not siibscriho to a big- 
city daily or to a national mag¬ 
azine; and that, tluuofoic, he is 
luitting on YOUR shoulders the 
burden of creating and main¬ 
taining sales. 

C’learly, it is not RKJHT that 
you should Iw required 1 i ro- 
niote the sale of a product in 
tlie territory served by tliis 
newspaper, without icceivih.,' 
from the mamif. jturer the 


same kind and degi-ee of sales 
assistance which he is giving 
retailers resident in cities 
where he g spending a lot of 
money on local advertising. 

Quite too often manufactur¬ 
ers don’t want to adjyertise in 
local weekly newspapers, saying 
that it coats too much. They 
forget, however, that their sal¬ 
es in towns served by weekly 
newspai>ers provide an adver¬ 
tising Aind which should be 
spent locally. Uliy should the 
contributions from local sales to 
the maker’s’ advertising fund 
be spent outside the local sales 
territory? 

You have your business ti 
build up, and to the extent 
that you help manufacturer^ to 
obtain and retain sales in this 
territory, to that extent you 
should receijvc local adertising 
assistance. 

You’ve got a first-class case 
to put liefore manufacturers 
who want you to stock and 
push the sales of their product, 
then why not present it, either 
direct, or through the maker’s 
vopreseniative wdien he calls?
